Among civilised countries the answer would probably 
be this one, provided always that the debtor knows his 
business. Since the abolition of imprisonment for debt, 
it has become a generally accepted principle that unless 
the debtor has very tangible means—in which case he 
doesn’t as a rule get into debt—it is better to let the 
money go than to waste more in futile attempts to bring 
the defaulter to book. As a usual thing, the law runs 
dead against the creditor. Every difficulty is placed in 
the way of proof, and when the debt is proved, payment 
can very rarely be enforced. Then in, the records 
of the pater a Court constantly show the amazi 
facility with which people can 1un into debt far beyo: 
the limits of their tangible means—and very often 
without any means at all. Liabilities running into 
thousands, with assets counted by tens or non-existent, 
are the most vsual subjects of the bankruptcy reports. 
In Japan, if the debtor happens to be a Jap and the 
creditor a Euro) . the impunity is still more perfect, 
for all the Jap has to do is to repudiate the debt, und 
the courts will support him. The same thing applies 
to contracts. This has been considered one of the most 
striking evidences of Japanese progress during the last 
few years.

‘The textile industry. The latest Board of Trado 
statistics show that, including yarns and manufactured 
goods in each case, cotton materials and articles were 
exported in 1895 to the value of nearly £65,000,000;

jute, a little over £2,000,000; and silk, £1,700,000; 
aggregating over £103,000,000; being nearly half of our 
total amount of exported British produce.
